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TOYNBEE’S WORLD VIEW 
Most historians specialize on one country 
or period. Arnold Toy nbee, who covers 
the world past and present, is more a phil­ 
osopher than a chronicler of events. His 
monumental 12-volume “Study of History ” 
survey s the great movements of history . 
Now, in an interview at the University of 
Denver where he is a visiting professor, he 
mak es interesting comments on today ’s 
world. 
The country to watch. Toy nbee say s, is 
China. For y ears foreign nations have 
overrun China, only to be swallowed up by 
the Chinese. After World War I Chinese 
farmers moved into Mongolia, changing it 
from a Mongol country to one essentially 
Chinese. The process Toy nbee expects to 
see repeated in Southeast Asia and much 
of Siberia. He think s that if Russia’s rulers 
are realistic, they must be alarmed at this. 
As a result, Russia and the United States 
may draw closer. And when they learn 
to trust each other, Germany may be re­ 
unified. 
Of contemporaries, Toy nbee calls De 
Gaulle “almost a great man, and y et al­ 
most childish in try ing to blow up France 
to the proportions of the United States or 
Russia.” After he goes, the historian 
think s, Britain will enter the Common Mar­ 
k et, and Western Europe will be better 
balanced. 
What about President Johnson? He has 
immense ability as a politician, and will 
probably succeed in carry ing out the Ken­ 
nedy policies. Toy nbee think s Mr. Johnson 
may mak e himself a big place in history . 
The “Study of History ” author is not the 
last word in historical matters. Yet his 
familiarity with past events mak es his 
judgments wTell worth considering. This 
especially is true of his views on China, 
which has alway s planned far' ahead and 
may y et emerge as a giant among modem 
nations.

Yet now. a veritable Popey e the Sailorm an, he 
is hunting not only hare and deer but moose! 
When he is not draw ing a bead on a moose he is 
said to be busy ex perim enting w ith hy brid corn 
sent to him by Roswell G arst, the Iowa farm er. 
Now, just how do y ou “ex perim ent” w ith hy brid 
corn in any significant way in a couple of m onths 
time in the middle of a Russian w inter, and in a 
hothouse, y et? Corn grows slowly even under 
the suns of summer, and the business of cross­ 
breeding various strains can hardly be telescoped 
! into a few week s, especially when y ou have just 
i been moved out of “an apartm ent near the Krem- 
I lin” and have hardly had tim e to catch y our 
breath. If K hrush is planting corn these day s, it’s 
lik e my seven-y ear-old son who plants grapefruit 
seeds in a pot in the k itchen.

SUKARNO SPEAKS SOFTER 
Recent statements from that stormy 
petrel, President Suk arno of Indonesia, 
warrant a bit of controlled optimism about 
the future in that part of the world. At 
least his conciliatory words, though per­ 
haps not to be tak en at face value, provide 
relief from the shadow cast by Indonesia’s 
withdrawal from the United Nations. 
Some day s after it appeared that the 
Indonesian withdrawal was indeed final, 
Suk arno said in an interview that he did 
not plan to attack any one. One might dis­ 
miss this as mere words, but it was a great 
change from his earlier belligerence. 
The very next day , Suk arno made an 
even more significant statement—that he 
would accept a second United Nations 
survey of opinion in Sarawak and Sabah 
with regard to continuing as a part of 
Malay sia. Such an investigation might go 
a long way s toward settling the Indonesia- 
Malay sia dispute. 
Suk arno’s apparent shift may simply 
reflect his awareness of the British military 
buildup in Malay sia. Whatever the cause, 
it augurs better for the future than his 
hostile fire-breathing at the time of the 
U. N. withdrawal.

The DOCTOR SAYS 


Malpractice Suits Beco me 
Bane o f Medical Practice

Doctors 
have problems, too. 
Medical m al­ 
practice suits is a subject that needs airing be­ 
cause abuses are having an adverse effect on the 
care y ou may be getting from y our doctor. 
In the past, most of these suits w ere based 
on a charge of a phy sician’s negligence. 
Many 
I of these suits have a legitim ate basis, y et more 
and more lawsuits are now being brought because 
i medical or surgical treatm ent has been disap- 
I pointing to a patient. 
Although no doctor can guarantee the results 
of any treatm ent because of the m any variables 
involved, m any persons are bringing suit when 
the treatm ent fails to cure or some unforseen 
complication occurs. 
Ev en if the do cto r who is sued is ex o ner­ 
ated. such a suit may be co stly o f his time, 
may injure his reputatio n, and when multi­ 
plied many times, adds to the co st o f his 
liability insurance. 
Even suits for negligence are adding to the 
cost of y our medical treatm ent in that the fear 
of a possible lawsuit induces y our doctor to order 
X-ray s and other procedures unnecessarily . 
A case in point is that of a man who incurred 
a head injury ' and whose doctor failed to order 
an X-ray of the sk ull. 
X -ray s tak en later re­ 
vealed a sk ull fracture. 
This fact in this case had no bearing on the 
treatm ent prescribed, but negligence was charged. 
From then on this doctor and all others who 
heard about the case ordered sk ull X -ray s for 
every bum p of the head. 
This is neither a sensible no r an eco no mi­ 
cal way to practice medicine. 
A nother unfortunate result of the present 
trend is illustrated by the case of a m an who 
entered a hospital for an abdominal operation. 
He gave his signed permission. 
Once inside the abdomen, the surgeon found a 
cancer of the colon. 
The proper procedure at 
the point would have been to remove the cancer 
and m ak e a perm anent opening from the healthy 
intestine through the abdominal w all—an ileos- 
I tomy . 
If the surgeon had done so. however, he would 
have been subject to a lawsuit for perform ing 
an operation not specified in the signed consent. 
He sewed the man up, let him recover, then 
ex plained the necessity for a second operation, 
i This not only added to the patient’s discom fort 
and medical ex pense. 
It also lost time, which is 
! often a deciding factor in the outcom e of this 
ty pe of cancer.

W ASHINGTON — L y n d on 
Johnson loved every m inute of 
it. He appeared to be at home 
even in the solem nity of the in­ 
augural ceremony at the Capi­ 
tol. w here 33 y ears ago he s ta rt­ 
ed as an apprentice. Throughout 
the day —as ho attended lunch­ 
eons and receptions, and stood 
in the reviewing stand pointing 
and clapping his hands and be­ 
stowing smiles on some of the 
participants in the parade—the 
whole event seemed lik e the ful­ 
fillm ent of a politician’s dream 
as well as the achievem ent of a 
m an who came up the hard way . 
The applause for Mr. Johnson 
was frequent, and the President 
himself, attired 
in 
a 
business 
suit, look ed lik e one of the many 
m em bers of Congress who sur­ 
rounded him —indeed, much lik e 
the Senator and M ajority Lead­ 
er who made a fetish of sk illful 
m ix ing to attain legislative ends 
and who did all this so natura l­ 
ly . Ly ndon Johnson do^s what 
comes naturally and. on the day 
of his inauguration, naturalness 
pervaded despite the inevitable 
dignity of some parts of the day . 
But even as he finished his in- 
agural address, he didn’t forget 
to pay tribute to “those close 
friends of mine who have fol­ 
low*^ me down a long winding 
road ” 
A m aster politician 
Mr John­ 
son continues to be But now, as 
the 
full 
responsibility 
of 
the 
Presidency bears down upon him 
after he tak es over on his own 
: the highest office in the land, the 
question is how this back ground 
can be helpful in producing those 
decisions which m ak es th< differ­ 
ence between statesm anship and 
) the floundering in tim e of crisis 
that has characterized many of 
his predecessors. 
Today , of course, the whole 
world 
watches 
and 
listens on 
TV and radio, and the inaugura- 
! tion of an Am erican President 
is an event of worldwide im por­ 
tance. This is all the more reason 
why one wishes Mr Johnson had 
used the occasion to stress more 
ex plicitly 
the 
operations 
of 
Am?riean 
democracy . 
For 
the 
contrast is strik i >g between to­ 
talitarian rule, which still holds 
enslaved people of many nations 
of the world, and the free sy s­ 
tem, under which the citizens 
i choose their Chief Ex ecutive and 
remove him, if they wish, at the 
end of a four-y ear term . W hat a 
wonderful opportunity it was to 
em phasize the treedom enjoy ed 
by the people of the American 
Republic and to point to the m a­ 
terial as well as spiritual re­ 
w ards which they have gained 
through a sy stem of self-govern­ 
m ent! 
Talk ing in implicit phrases and 
turning to dom estic controver­ 
sies the President ex horted his 
listeners to abolish hate. There 
was perhaps an impression given 
that A m erica’; ills are of large 
ex tent and that little has been 
done to overcome or am eliorate 
them. A significant comment was 
in the following paragraph of the 
jspeech: 
“No longer need capitalist and 
w ork er, farm er and clerk and 
j country side 
struggle 
to 
divide 
our bounty . By work ing shoulder 
to shoulder, together we can in­ 
crease the bounty of all.” 
This is som ewhat unrealistic 
as long as the governm ent itself 
tolerates and the politicians seek 
to curry favor with, the groups

trary power to shut down trans­ 
portation on land and sea and to 
im pair the freedom of m anage­ 
m ent to apply the most efficient 
way s to earn the very bounty 
which Mr. Johnson mentions. 
“We 
have discovered.” 
con­ 
tinued the President, “that every 
child who learns, and every man 
who finds work , and every sick 
body is m ade whole — lik e a 
candle added to an altar—bright­ 
ens the hope of all the faithful. 
So let us reject any among us 
who seek to reopen old wounds 
and rek indle old hatreds. They 
stand in the way of a seek ing 
nation.” 
But this raises a question as to 
th? difference between condem­ 
nation of a group or groups w ith 
sincere beliefs and what should 
be a conscientious attem pt to 
find the source of hatreds and 
wounds. Mere denunciation will 
not convince hum an beings of 
their errors. Nor will it cause 
those who refuse to accept equal 
responsibility 
as 
the 
counter­ 
part of equal rights to see clearly 
their duties and obligations in 
any society , large or small. 
One can classify Mr. Johnson’s 
address as a well-intentioned and 
sincere plea for good behavior 
in our own country ' and in other 
lands. But when he said “we are 
a nation of believers" and enu­ 
m erated 
the 
im portance of 
a 
belief “in justice and liberty and 
union” as well as in freedom, ne 
might well have added specifi­ 
cally that, without a firm belief 
in the Divine Spirit by the indi­ 
vidual. 
the battle to inculcate 
hum an love, and consequently to 
build a unified society , will not 
be won.

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TOYNBEE’S WORLD VIEW 
Most historians specialize on one country 
or period. Arnold Toynbee, who covers 
the world past and present, is more a phil­ 
osopher than a chronicler of events. His 
monumental 12-volume “Study of History” 
surveys the great movements of history. 
Now, in an interview at the University of 
Denver where he is a visiting professor, he 
makes interesting comments on today's 
world. 
The country to watch. Toynbee says, is 
China. For years foreign nations have 
overrun China, only to be swallowed up by 
the Chinese. After World War I Chinese 
farmers moved into Mongolia, changing it 
from a Mongol country to one essentially 
Chinese. The process Toynbee expects to 
see repeated in Southeast Asia and much 
of Siberia. He thinks that if Russia’s rulers 
are realistic, they must be alarmed at this. 
As a result, Russia and the United States 
may draw closer. And when they learn 
to trust each other, Germany may be re­ 
unified. 
Of contemporaries, Toynbee calls De 
Gaulle “almost a great man, and yet al­ 
most childish in trying to blow up France 
to the proportions of the United States or 
Russia.” After he goes, the historian 
thinks, Britain will enter the Common Mar­ 
ket, and Western Europe will be better 
balanced. 
What about President Johnson? He has 
immense ability as a politician, and will 
probably succeed in carrying out the Ken­ 
nedy policies. Toynbee thinks Mr. Johnson 
may make himself a big place in history. 
The “Study of History” author is not the 
last word in historical matters. Yet his 
familiarity with past events makes his 
judgments well worth considering. This 
especially is true of his views on China, 
which has always planned far’ ahead and 
may yet emerge as a giant among modem 
nations. 


SUKARNO SPEAKS SOFTER 
Recent statements from that stormy 
petrel. President Sukarno of Indonesia, 
warrant a bit of controlled optimism about 
the future in that part of the world. At 
least his conciliatory words, though per­ 
haps not to be taken at face value, provide 
relief from the shadow cast by Indonesia’s 
withdrawal from the United Nations. 
Some days after it appeared that the 
Indonesian withdrawal was indeed final, 
Sukarno said in an interview that he did 
not plan to attack anyone. One might dis­ 
miss this as mere words, but it was a great 
change from his earlier belligerence. 
The very next day, Sukarno made an 
even more significant statement—that he 
would accept a second United Nations 
survey of opinion in Sarawak and Sabah 
with regard to continuing as a part of 
Malaysia. Such an investigation might go 
a long ways toward settling the Indonesia- 
Malaysia dispute. 
Sukarno’s apparent shift may simply 
reflect his awareness of the British military 
buildup in Malaysia. Whatever the cause. 
it augurs latter for the future than his 
hostile fire-breathing at the time of the 
U. N. withdrawal. 


POWER IN THE WEST 
None of us under 30 years of age has 
any recollection of what life was like in 
the American countryside before the Ru­ 
ral 
Electrification 
Administration 
was 
created during the great depression. Dur­ 
ing the decades since then, electric power 
production, both public and private, has 
expanded tremendously. Great rivers have 
been harnessed and more are constantly be­ 
ing developed. 
An interesting new episode in power de­ 
velopment has begun. Three municipally 
owned California utilities — in Pasadena, 
Glendale and Burbank — have joined the 
IO-billion-dollar 
development 
known 
as 
WEST. This is Western Energy Supply 
and Transmission Associates, launched last 
September to serve Arizona, California, 
Colorado, Idaho, Nevada, New Mexico, 
Texas, Utah and Wyoming. 
The association will confine itself to plan­ 
ning, not construction. But the planning 
provides for coordination of both private 
and public generating companies to produce

SO KHRUSHCHEV IS RAISING CORN 
IN WINTER? 
There is som ething incredibly phony about the 
stories which assure us th at N ikita S. K hrush­ 
chev is living com fortably in a dacha, or country 
house, not far from Moscow. T rue enough, he 
m ight be there. But the accounts of how he spends 
his time are riddled w ith internal inconsistencies. 
When he went out of power, for example, he 
was alleged to be suffering from various afflictions. 
Vet now, a veritable Popeye the Sailorm an, he 
is hunting not only hare and deer but moose! 
When he is not draw ing a bead on a moose he is 
said to be busy experim enting w ith hybrid corn 
sent to him by Roswell G arst, the Iowa farm er. 
N ou. just how do you ‘‘experim ent” with hybrid 
corn in any significant way in a couple of months 
time in the middle of a Russian w inter, and in a 
hothouse, yet? Corn grows slowly even under 
the suns of summer, and the business of cross­ 
breeding various strains can hardly be telescoped 
into a few weeks, especially when you have just 
been moved out of “an apartm ent near the Krem ­ 
lin” and have hardly had tim e to catch your 
breath. If Khrush is planting corn these days, it’s 
like my seven-year-old son who plants grapefruit 
seeds in a pot in the kitchen. Can you see Khrush 
doing it? 
The picture handed out by whoever m anages 
the news in Moscow also has K hrushchev’s son-in- 
law. Alexsei I. Adzhubei. cheerful and doing well 
as a reputy editor of the illustrated magazine 
"USSR ” But just yesterday he was in Kazahk- 
stan editing the K asahkstanskaya P ray da.

M alpractice Suits Become 
Bane of Medical Practice

Doctors have problems, too. 
Medical m al­ 
practice suits is a subject that needs airing be­ 
cause abuses are having an adverse effect on the 
care you may be getting from your doctor. 
In the past, most of these suits were based 
on a charge of a physician s negligence. 
Many 
of these suits have a legitim ate basis, yet more 
and more lawsuits are now being brought because 
medical or surgical treatm ent has been disap­ 
pointing to a patient. 
Although no doctor can guarantee the results 
of any treatm ent because of the many variables 
involved, many persons are bringing suit when 
the treatm ent fails to cure or some unforseen 
complication occurs. 
Even if the doctor who in sued ie exoner­ 
ated. such a suit may he costly of his time, 
ma) injure his reputation, and when multi­ 
plied many times, adds to the coat of hi* 
liability insurance. 
Even suits for negligence are adding to the 
cost of your medical treatm ent in that the fear 
of a possible lawsuit induces your doctor to order 
X -rays and other procedures unnecessarily. 
A case in point is th at of a man who incurred 
a head injury- and whose doctor failed to order 
an X-ray of the skull. 
X -rays taken later re­ 
vealed a skull fracture. 
This fact in this case had no bearing on the 
treatm ent prescribed, but negligence was charged 
From then on this doctor and all others who 
heard about the case ordered skull X -rays for 
every bump of the head. 
This is neither a sensible nor an economi­ 
cal way to practice medicine. 
A nother unfortunate result of the present 
trend is illustrated by the case of a man who 
entered a hospital for an abdom inal operation. 
He gave his signed permission. 
Once inside the abdomen, the surgeon found a 
cancer of the colon. 
The proper procedure at 


I the point would have been to remove the cancer 


j and make a perm anent opening from the healthy 
i intestine through the abdominal wall 
an ileos­ 
tomy. 
If the surgeon had done so, however, h** would 
have been subject to a lawsuit for perform ing 
an operation not specified in the signed consent. 
He sewed the man up. let him recover, then 
explained the necessity for a second operation. 
This not only added to the patient’s discomfort 
and medical expense. 
It also lost time, which is 
often a deciding factor in the outcom e of this 
type of cancer.

WASHINGTON — L y n d o n 
Johnson loved every minute of 
it. He appeared to be at home 
even in the solemnity of the in­ 
augural ceremony at the Capi­ 
tol, where 33 years ago he start­ 
ed as an apprentice Throughout 
the d ay—as he attended lunch­ 
eons and receptions, and stood 
in the reviewing stand pointing 
and clapping his hands and be­ 
stowing smiles on some of the 
participants in the parade 
the 
whole event seemed like the ful­ 
fillment of a politician's dream 
as well as the achievement of a 
man who came up the hard way. 
Tho applause for Mr. Johnson 
was frequent, and the President 
himself, attired 
in a 
business 
suit, looked like one of the many 
m em bers of Congress who sur­ 
rounded h im - indeed, much like 
the Senator and M ajority Lend­ 
er who made a fetish of skillful 
mixing to attain legislative ends 
and who did all this so n atu ral­ 
ly. Lyndon Johnson do s what 
comes naturally and, on the day 
of his inauguration, naturalness 
pervaded despite the inevitable 
dignity of some parts of the day. 
But even as he finished his in- 
agural address, he didn t forget 
to pay tribute to “those close 
friends of mine who have fol­ 
lo w ^ me down a long winding 
road " 
A m aster politician Mr John­ 
son continues to be But now. as 
the 
full 
responsibility of 
the 
Presidency bears down upon him 
after he takes over on his own 
the highest office in the land, the 
question is how this background 
can be helpful in producing those 
decisions which makes th* differ­ 
ence between statesmanship and 
the floundering in time of crisis 
that has characterized many of 
his predecessors 
Today, of course, the whole 
world 
w atches and 
listens on 
TV and radio, and the inaugura­ 
tion of an American President 
is an event of worldwide impor­ 
tance. This is all the more reason 
why one wishes Mr Johnson had 
used the occasion to stress more 
explicitly 
the 
operations 
of 
Am ’rican 
democracy. 
For 
the 
contrast is striking between to­ 
talitarian rule, which still holds 
enslaved people of many nations 
of the world, ami the free sys­ 
tem. under which the citizens 
'Choose their Chief Fxecutive and 
remove him. if they wish at the 
end of a four-year term What a 
wonderful opi*>rtunity it was to 
emphasize the freedom enjoyed 
by the people of the American 
Republic and to point to the ma­ 
terial as well as spiritual re­ 
wards which they have gained 
through a system of self-govern­ 
ment! 
Talking in implicit phrases and 
turning to domestic controver- 
des, the President exhorted his 
listeners fo abolish hate There 
: was perhaps an impression given 
that America’, ills are of large 
extent and that little ha* been 
done to overcome or ameliorate 
them A significant comment was 
in the follow mg paragraph of the 
jspeech: 
“No longer need capitalist and 
worker, farmer and clerk and 
j country side 
struggle 
to 
divide 
our bounty. By working shoulder 
to shoulder, together we can in­ 
crease the bounty of all.” 
This is somewhat uni^alLvtic 
as long as the government itself 
tolerates and the politicians seek 
to curry favor with, the groups 
which periodically employ arbi­ 


trary power to shut down tran s­ 
portation on land and sea and to 
im pair the freedom of m anage­ 
ment to apply the most efficient 
ways to earn the very’ bounty 
which Mr. Johnson mentions. 
"We have discovered,” con­ 
tinued the President, “that every 
child who learns, and every man 
who finds work, and every sick 
body is made whole — like a 
candle added to an altar—bright­ 
ens the hope of all the faithful. 
So let us reject any among us 
who seek to reopen old wounds 
and rekindle old hatreds. They 
stand in the way of a seeking 
nation.” 
But this raises a question as to 
th? difference between condem­ 
nation of a group or groups with 
sincere beliefs and what should 
be a conscientious attem pt to 
find the source of hatreds and 
wounds. Mare denunciation will 
not convince hum an beings of 
their errors. Nor will it cause 
those who refuse to accept equal 
responsibility 
as 
the 
counter­ 
part of equal rights to see clearly 
their duties and obligations in 
any society, large or small. 
One can classify Mr. Johnson's 
address as a well-intentioned and 
sincere pi. a for good behavior 
I in our own country and in other 
lands But when h ' said "we are 
a nation of believers'' and enu­ 
m erated 
the 
im portance of a 
belief “in justice and liberty and 
union” as well a* in freedom, be 
might well have added specifi­ 
cally that, without a firm belief 
i in the Divine Spirit by the indi­ 
vidual. 
the battle to inculcate 
human love, and consequently to 
build a unified society, will not 
I be won.

Because Democrats have been 
unable to name leaders In the 
Senate and Assembly, no one 
has had the authority to certify 
payrolls. 
Herzog said Wednesday nig ht 
that, 
“in 
all 
probability,” his 
bank would continue to make 
the interest-free loans available 
until the Democrats name lead­ 
ers. 
Ordinarily, 
the 
leg islators 
would have drawn $ 3,000 of their 
$ 10.000-a-year salaries 
Wednes­ 
day. Herzog said, however, that 
the disruption of pay schedules 
probably is not an acute prob­

ALBANY, N.Y. (A P)-A hi 
today untied one knot in 
flit 
state’s 
snarled 
legislative 
pro­ 
cess—-lack of pay for legislators 
and their aides. 
The 
National 
Commercial 
Bank of Albany offered interest- 
free loans to the 208 lawmakers 
and a1 tout 400 aides, who have 
gone 
payloss 
because 
of 
the 
Democrats’ 
deadlock over leg­ 
islative leadership posts. 
The arrangement was worked 
out by Sen. Julian B. Erway 
and Assemblyman Harvey Lif- 
sat, 
both 
Albany 
Democrats, 
and Lester W. Herzog, the bank 
president. 
Because Democrats have been 
unable to name leaders In the 
Senate and Assembly, no one 
has had the authority to certify 
payrolls. 
Herzog said Wednesday night 
that, 
“in 
all probability,” his 
bank would continue to make 
(he interest-free loans available 
until the Democrats name lead­ 
ers. 
Ordinarily, 
the 
legislators 
would have drawn $3,000 of their 
$10.000-a-year salaries
